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Head of school trust 
prepares to step down 


Howard Lay says time now right to start stepping aside

THE head of a Haverhill academy 
trust is stepping down in January. 

Howard Lay, 59, has overseen 
the Samuel Ward Academy Trust 
(SWAT) since it was set up in 2012. 
Before that he was headteacher of 
Samuel Ward Academy since 2000. 

In January he will step down 
from his role as the trust’s chief ex¬ 
ecutive. 

He said: “I am very proud of play¬ 
ing my part in both the Samuel 
Ward Academy and the trust which 
has built a strong reputation across 
West Suffolk. 

“I now feel the time is right to 
start to step aside and introduce 
some fresh blood into the role of 
chief executive.” 

The recruitment process will be¬ 
gin in January and Mr Lay will stay 
on in a part-time role to support 
the new chief executive. 

At least two new deputies are 
currently being recruited to pro¬ 
vide further support to the new

head of the trust. 

The trust is expanding rapidly 
and currently incorporates 10 
schools, including Haverhill’s Sam¬ 
uel Ward Academy, Churchill Spe¬ 
cial Free School, Coupals Primary 
Academy and Westfield Primary 
Academy. 

Mr Lay’s resignation will not af¬ 
fect the proposed merger between 
SWAT and the Castle Partnership 
Academy Trust, which runs Castle 
Manor Academy, Burton End Pri¬ 
mary Academy and Place Farm Pri¬ 
mary Academy. 

The merger is set to take place 
by the new year and will leave just 
three schools in Haverhill not run 
by the trust. 

As head of Samuel Ward Acad¬ 
emy, Mr Lay led the school to two 
“outstanding” Ofsted inspections, 
as well as academy status. 

He was named Educational 
Leader of the Year at Suffolk’s first 


Raising the Bar Awards in 2014, 
and was made an honorary fellow 
of the University Campus Suffolk 
last year. 

During his time as head of the 
trust, he also played a leading role 
in the creation of the Churchill 
Special Free School. The school, 
which shares a site with Samuel 
Ward Academy, supports children 
who have communication difficul¬ 
ties such as autism. 

Mr Lay said: “I see this as an op¬ 
portunity to further strengthen 
what is becoming a very successful 
trust. Currently comprising of 10 
schools, it has secured its first key 
objective of becoming a secure and 
sustainable trust. 

“By supporting a successor over 
a longer period of time, it will en¬ 
sure a more coherent and orderly 
transition, helping the new person 
develop an understanding of the 
responsibility and skills required in 
quite a unique job. 

“It will also provide an effective 
way of developing additional lead¬ 
ership capacity through the ap¬ 
pointment of deputies.”

The history group decided 
to put on the exhibition 
after acquiring a collection 
of china featuring Haverhill 
crests earlier this year. 

Combined with residents' 
china collections, this has 
gone on display, alongside 


historic paintings owned by 
the group. 

The oldest of these, 
portraits of manufacturer 
Barnabas Webb and his wife, 
date back to the 1800s. 

The exhibition is in the 
bistro area of Haverhill Arts 
Centre. 


Guard faced 
needle threat 


A DRUG addict who threat¬ 
ened to inject a security 
guard with a needle thought 
to contain heroin has been 
given a suspended sentence. 

Anthony Glen, formerly a 
Haverhill resident but now 
homeless, previously admit¬ 
ted eight theft offences, one 
attempted theft, common 
assault, possessing a knife 
in a public place and two 
charges of failing to surren¬ 
der to court bail. 

At Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court on Friday he was 
handed an 18-week prison 
sentence, suspended for two 
years, and a 30-day rehabili¬ 
tation activity requirement. 

The 47-year-old was also 
ordered to pay £1,358 in 
compensation after magis¬ 
trates heard he had a £600 
monthly trust fund set up by 
his mother before she died.

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
said there were five shop 
thefts in Haverhill between 
February and March this 
year from Boots and Tesco. 

Glen was caught on CCTV 
numerous times but tried to 
argue the footage was ‘un¬ 
clear’, the court was told. 

Mr Brown said: “On arrest¬ 
ing the defendant police also 
discovered a vegetable peel¬ 
er-type knife in his bag. The 
knife was not brandished or 
anything like that.” 

His Cambridge offences 
included two bike thefts, one 
attempted bike theft and one 
theft from a shop. 

Mr Brown said: “On Sep¬ 
tember 2 after stealing two 
bottles of vodka, the defend¬ 


ant threatened to inject a 
Sainsbury’s security guard 
and got out a syringe filled 
with brown liquid suspected 
to be heroin. 

“He said if he wasn’t re¬ 
leased by the security guard 
he would use it; the guard 
feared immediate violence 
would be used and the de¬ 
fendant managed to get 
away.” 

A probation report said 
Glen, who was a heroin ad¬ 
dict, was also diagnosed with 
septicaemia in February. 

Lucy Wise, mitigating, 
said: “My client would never 
have used the syringe; it was 
just a scare tactic to get away. 

“He now has a new born 
grandchild and wants to stop 
using drugs. 

“He knows if he offends 
again then prison is where 
he will go.”

A 12-YEAR-OLD Haverhill girl has 
been named national champion in 
Latin dancing. 

Grace Claydon-Smith, who lives in 
Bellings Road, travelled to Blackpool 
over the weekend to compete in 
national finals. 

She had already won a number 
of regional qualifiers, and managed 
to clinch the title despite having to 
perform a rumba - a dance she had 
never taken on before. 

Grace, a student at Samuel Ward 
Academy, said the win felt "amaz¬ 
ing". 

She continued: "The best thing 
was probably knowing that I had 
never done the dance before, and 
going in and winning it straightaway. 

"You never know what's going to 
happen - it's luck on the day." 

Her mum Tracy Claydon-Smith 
said: "She had happy tears. I think 
it was quite overwhelming for her. 
She's only just 12 and for a 12-year- 
old to win it's a big thing. 

"Everyone would love to get that 
first place because, as my daughter 
said, you get the sash and the trophy 
- and she had her eye on the sash!" 

Grace starting dancing at the age 
of six, and has been taking part in 
competitions for several years. 

Last year, she came fourth in the 
national finals for ballroom dancing. 

Dedicated Grace goes to two train¬ 
ing sessions at The Studio in Royston 
each week, and takes dance exams 


throughout the year as well as taking 
part in competitions. 

From January, she will be moving 
up from her current age category, 
juvenile, to the junior category, in 


which she will be competing with 
dancers aged up to 16. 

She said: "It will be really different. 
You've got to work your way up. I'm 
pretty excited - I love the dresses!" 


Grace says she hopes to continue 
competing and to be a dancer when 
she is older. 

"It makes me feel like I can get 
away from everything," she said.

School closed 
by power cut 


HUNDREDS of residents 
were plunged into darkness 
and schoolchildren were 
sent home as power cuts hit 
Haverhill. 

Two widespread power 
cuts affected the town in the 
space of less than 24 hours 
this week. 

On Tuesday night at 11pm, 
the first power cut was re¬ 
ported. A fault on an under¬ 
ground cable meant that 272 
homes lost power, 

Residents reported on so¬ 
cial media not only black¬ 
outs but power surges and 
flickering lights. 

UK Power Networks said 
that power was restored in 
stages to all homes within 
two hours. 

The second power cut took 
place at 9.40am on Wednes¬ 
day and affected 168 prop¬ 
erties. UK Power Networks 
said the power cut was due 
to a fault on a piece of elec¬ 
trical equipment. 

The firm said their engi¬ 
neers restored power to the 
majority of those properties 
within two hours - but of the 
two customers left without 
power well into the after-

noon, one was Samuel Ward 
Academy in Chalkstone Way. 

Headteacher Kath lust 
said that the school experi¬ 
enced flickering lights before 
the power went completely, 
and the school was forced 
to send pupils home before 
11am. 

“Eve never experienced 
anything like this at all,” she 
said, adding that the school 
was left without phone lines, 
internet and lights. 

UK Power Networks said 
it finally restored power to 
all properties at 5.22pm. But 
more repair work was need¬ 
ed on overhead power lines, 
and a further 32 properties 
had their power cut off be¬ 
tween 7pm and 9pm. 

A spokesperson for UK 
Power Networks said: “We 
understand how difficult it 
is to be without power and 
apologise for any inconven¬ 
ience this has caused.” 

The power cut was par¬ 
ticularly inconvenient for 
the 45 Samuel Ward students 


who were set to appear in 
the opening night of school 
play Graham: The World's 
Fastest Blind Runner. 

They were the only stu¬ 
dents allowed to stay on the 
school premises as they were 
expecting a visit from play¬ 
wright Mark Wheeller. 

The students had been 
rehearsing for weeks for the 
performance. 

Ms fust said: “The play¬ 
wright turned up and they 
performed a little produc¬ 
tion in the dark.” 

The school was open as 
normal today, and Ms lust 
said that the planned second 
performance of Graham: The 
World's Fastest Blind Runner 
would be going ahead this 
evening. 

There is also set to be a 
performance at Haverhill 
Arts Centre at 7pm on Mon¬ 
day evening, and all are wel¬ 
come to attend. Tickets are 
£5 for adults and £3 for chil¬ 
dren on the door.

Plan for tip will cause 
nuisance, say councillors

COUNCILLORS have hit out at a 
plan to extend the operating hours 
of Haverhill’s tip - but not the 
hours it is open to the public. 

Suffolk County Council is pro¬ 
posing to operate the town’s 
household waste recycling centre 
in Chalkstone from 6am to 8pm 
every day. 

But it is not proposing any 
changes to the opening hours to 
the public: 9am to 5pm in summer, 
and 9am to 4pm in winter. 

The longer operating hours 
would allow trade waste to be de¬ 
posited outside peak times which, 
the county council says, would re¬ 
duce congestion. 

The same plan is being proposed 
for all 11 waste centres owned by 
the county council. 

But at a planning committee 
meeting on Tuesday night, town 
councillors said the proposals 
were simply not appropriate for 
Haverhill’s tip. 

Cllr Barry Robbins said: “It 
shouldn’t have been built there in 
the first place. There are houses all

around, there are children - it’s a 
danger. To take a car in with house¬ 
hold waste you’ve got to sit there 
while they crush it.” 

Cllr John Burns said: “I have 
a problem with it opening at six 
o’clock in the morning because 
there are buildings right next to 


it now. My view is that they ought 
to grab this by the horns and say: 
‘Let’s move this’.” 

Councillors’ main concerns re¬ 
lated to the nuisance the early and 
late opening hours would cause to 
residents who live near the tip, and 
the problem traffic that already 


plagues the area, with Cllr Burns 
saying: “I’m surprised there haven’t 
been any accidents.” 

Cllr Pat Hanlon pointed out the 
move would affect special needs 
adults who live near the site. 

Cllr Quillon Fox added: “Lorries 
would have to go in at school times 
- it shouldn’t be allowed. If the 
public aren’t allowed in, it’s point¬ 
less. It’s over development of the 
site.” 

Town clerk Colin Poole pointed 
out that Haverhill’s tip was differ¬ 
ent from other around Suffolk. 

He said: “In Hadleigh it’s on an 
industrial site, in Sudbury it’s in 
the middle of nowhere up a coun¬ 
try lane, but this is in the middle of 
houses. 

“It’s a lovely idea to say: ‘We 
will do them all the same.’ But it 
ignores the fact that this is in the 
centre of town.” 

The councillors agreed to sub¬ 
mit a formal objection to Suffolk 
County Council. 

Their objections include the 
over development of the site and 
the fact that it should be moved 
to another location, as well as the 
detrimental impact on nearby resi¬ 
dents. 


9,000 patient 
records have 
gone missing 

MORE than 9,000 patient records 
have gone missing since a private 
firm took on transferring the files 
this year. 

Residents in the Haverhill area 
could be among those affected 
as the number revealed in a BBC 
survey involved 78 GP practices in 
Norfolk, Suffolk and Essex. 

The survey showed that a total 
of 9,009 patient records had been 
missing across those counties for at 
least two months. 

Capita took on the national 
contract from the NHS for 
delivering patients' records, when 
people move from one GP to 
another, in March. 

NHS England said: "We know 
there have been serious issues with 
services delivered by Capita which 
have had an unacceptable impact 
on practices. 

"We are ensuring Capita takes 
urgent steps to improve services." 

In a statement, Capita said it 
had taken on the "challenging 
initiative" to streamline GP support 
services and there had been 
"teething problems". 

But the firm added: "Medical 
records are now being delivered 
securely up to three times faster 
than under the previous system. 

"We do not recognise these 
claims regarding thousands of files 
being missing whatsoever."

Appeal after 
pet cat is shot 



A CAT has been shot in the 
leg with an air gun in Haver¬ 
hill. 

Taz, a two-year-old black- 
and-white tomcat, was out 
in the Millfields Way area of 
the town between 2pm and 
3pm on Sunday, October 
30, when the incident took 
place. 

His owner, who was look¬ 
ing after the cat on behalf 
of his three-year-old neph¬ 
ew, had only had Taz in the 
house two weeks. 

Sunday was the very first 
time the pet had been al¬ 
lowed outside. 

His owner, who did not 
wish to be named, said: 
“He was fine for about three 
hours and I called him in 
to be fed. He was eating his 
meal and there was blood 
dripping on the floor.” 

“We had to rush him to 
the vet’s immediately. He 
was bleeding quite quickly 
and we started to panic. 

“They had to take him 
straight in to operate.”

It was only after the vet re¬ 
moved a lead pellet the size 
of a thumbnail from Taz’s leg 
that his owner learned he 
had been shot. 

Police believe an air rifle 
may have been used, and 
Taz’s owner said he believed 
the shooter must have been 
quite close, as the injury 
went right through the cat’s 
leg to his hip. 

“I did have tears in my 
eyes,” he said about the mo¬ 
ment the vet told him what 
had happened. “It was my 
cat but not my cat - it was 
my little nephew’s cat, and 
he is only three years old. 
That hurt me quite a bit.” 

Taz is now recovering, but 
it will take about a month 
until he is back to full 
strength. 

He is wearing a collar 
to prevent him from bit¬ 
ing the wound and will not 


be allowed outside for four 
weeks. 

His owner said that when 
he was taken outside to go to 
the vet’s after the incident, 
Taz panicked. 

But he added: “He’s 
calmed down now, he’s a lot 
more friendly.” 

The owner was also left 
with an unexpected veteri¬ 
nary bill of £350 and needed 
to seek assistance from the 
RSPCA. 

He said: “It’s just very 
hurtful that someone can 
be so cruel as to shoot a cat. 
If someone doesn’t like cats 
there are things that you can 
buy to keep them away.” 

He said he was concerned 
for the safety of a number of 
other pet cats who live in the 
area. 

Police are appealing for 
anyone who has any infor¬ 
mation or saw anything sus¬ 
picious to call the Haverhill 
Safer Neighbourhood Team 
on 101 quoting crime refer¬ 
ence number 64058/16.

Please sign rail 
link petition 

IT IS with great interest that I am 
following the far-sighted campaign to 
re-open the rail link from Haverhill 
back to Cambridge. 

I have lived in the area since the 
early 70s, not long after the line 
had shut in 1967 and have noted 
how the needs of the area have 
outstripped the supply of reliable 
public transport. 

The A1307 traffic levels and 
accident rate have made any journey 
stressful to say the least. 

The area has grown with additional 
housing and industry in and around 
Haverhill, Linton, Granta Park 
and Sawston. Also population and 
industrial growth towards Sudbury. 
Not everyone drives or can afford to. 

For Haverhill to be put back on the 
map as a modern place to live and 
work, it needs a rail link. 

This would be a gateway project 
as, technically, you could get on 
a train in Haverhill and arrive in 
London, Paris or where ever the train 
can take you. 

Unfortunately Cambridge's 
obsession with buses is short sighted 
and will not produce the benefits 
required. 

To get the cost benefit ratio (CBR) 
to a suitable point, it would be 
economic to initially put back a 
single line and run it as a long siding 
as at Sudbury. Suitable cascaded 
stock could be used to get the service 
going. Why not use local expertise 
to build it rather than the costly 
Network Rail model. 

There is a petition on the Haverhill 
Re-opening Campaign site and I urge 
people to sign it.

Ancient church monument 
given £12,000 restoration

HUNDREDS of years of damage 
to a monument “of national im¬ 
portance” have been reversed in a 
£12,000 restoration. 

The Soame monument in St Pe¬ 
ter’s Church, Little Thurlow, was put 
up in 1621 and - apart from some 
possible Victorian repairs - had 
never been restored before this year. 

The Rev Derek Hollis, rector of the 
Stourhead Benefice, said: “Because 
of its great age, it’s a monument 
that’s gone into decline over a cou¬ 
ple of hundred years.” 

He said that iron pins that had 
been holding the monument to¬ 
gether had rusted over the years, 
causing cracks in the stonework. He 
said that the deterioration had been 
accelerated by a roof leak which 
caused water damage to the monu¬ 
ment. 

The monument is for Sir Stephen 
Soame, who died in 1619 and his 
wife Lady Ann. 

As well as being a significant local 
benefactor, responsible for creat¬ 
ing the first school in Thurlow, Sir 


Stephen was Lord Mayor of London 
and an MR 

Mr Hollis said: “It’s considered 
by our church architect to be of na¬ 
tional importance simply because 
of its age and its size, and because 
the gentleman and his wife were na¬ 
tional figures.” 

The church embarked on an 


18-month project to get the monu¬ 
ment restored, securing £12,000 in 
funding from nine different sources 
The restoration work took a 
month and involved replacing the 
iron pins with stainless steel ones, 
repairing cracked joints and secur¬ 
ing loose or broken-off parts of the 
monument. 


It was also given a thorough clean 
and had a layer of protective wax 
put over it. 

The church is holding an open 
day on Saturday, when members 
of the public can view the restored 
monument. 

The church will be open from 
10am to 12pm and 2pm to 4pm.

Athletics 
events raise 
over £2,400 

AN athletics organisation has 
raised a total of more than 
£2,400 for a local charity. 

HaverSports, in partnership 
with Abbeycroft Leisure, 
organised the Haverhill Festival 
of Running in April and the 
Haverhill Triathlon Festival last 
month.

Appeal in row 
over flats plan 


A ROW has broken out over 
a plan to build 50 retirement 
flats in Haverhill. 

Churchill Retirement Liv¬ 
ing had proposed construct¬ 
ing the flats in the town’s 
Camps Road, on unoccupied 
land next to the former mag¬ 
istrates’ court. 

But after a disagreement 
with St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council over affordable 
housing provision, Churchill 
has appealed against the 
non-determination of the 
application. 

Churchill says its financial 
offer for the site includes “a 
contribution to help meet 
the affordable housing needs 
of the Haverhill area”. 

But a borough council 
spokesperson said the com¬ 
pany had offered less than 
five per cent affordable 
housing - when developers 
are required to offer 30 per 
cent. 

The appeal could trigger 
an inquiry by the govern¬ 
ment’s planning inspector¬ 
ate.

Andrew Burgess, planning 
director of Churchill Retire¬ 
ment Living, said: “The ap¬ 
proach being taken by [St 
Edmundsbury] is unreason¬ 
able, irresponsible and il¬ 
logical. 

“We recognise our respon¬ 
sibility to provide affordable 
housing contributions, how¬ 
ever this has to be provided 
as part of an economically 
viable development that is 
deliverable. 

“Councillors and the lo¬ 
cal community need to be 
made aware that the council 
are now forcing a long and 
expensive planning inquiry 
which is likely to end up 
costing taxpayers a signifi¬ 
cant amount of money.” 

The council spokesperson 
said that any inquiry would 
be a result of the appeal 
launched by Churchill. He 
added that an inquiry would 
not necessarily take place, 
as the appeal could be dealt 


with at a local hearing. 

The spokesperson con¬ 
tinued: “No planning deci¬ 
sion has been taken by St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council because Churchill 
Retirement chose to stop ne¬ 
gotiations and has appealed 
against our non-determina¬ 
tion. 

“Our duty to residents is 
to ensure that developments 
include appropriate num¬ 
bers of affordable homes 
and the council’s own in¬ 
dependent expert viability 
assessment disagreed with 
Churchill’s view. 

“The borough’s democrat¬ 
ically-approved affordable 
housing policy is for 30 per 
cent to be provided by devel¬ 
opers - Churchill offered less 
than 5 per cent. 

“We will await the result of 
the non-determination ap¬ 
peal.”

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Injured in an accident 
opt for dvice! 



Hannah Clarke, a 
Solicitor at Ashtons 
Legal, offers some 
advice from a legal 
perspective. 


Many people are injured in accidents 
that aren’t their fault. All circumstances 
and injuries are slightly different and 
so compensation claims need to 
be assessed individually to ensure 
everyone gets the help they deserve, 
(x), a personal injury specialist at local 
firm Ashtons Legal, gives five reasons 
why (he/she) believes that ‘going local’ 
is generally an injured person’s best 
option. 

1 A lawyer who sees you face-to-face 
is likely to gain a better understanding 
of the real impact of your injuries 

on your and your family’s lives than 
someone who is many miles away. 
This is particularly true in the case of 
serious injuries. It will help to ensure 
that you obtain all the compensation, 
and rehabilitation or treatment, to 
which you are entitled. 

2 Local lawyers are likely to have 
links with physiotherapists and 
rehabilitation providers in your area 
and may also know local police and 
doctors so can obtain more quickly a 
full understanding of your accident and 
injuries. They may be familiar with the 
roads on which your accident occurred 
and perhaps even have handled 
claims for other people injured in the 
same place. All these small factors 
may enable them to get you the help 
you need more rapidly. 

3 Local solicitors will work hard to 
do a good job for you because they 
value their reputation and rely heavily 
on word of mouth recommendations 
rather than paying for the TV 
advertising favoured by some national 
firms. 

4 Contrary to some of the myths, it will 
usually not cost you any more to use a 
local solicitor than to use your insurer’s 
lawyer and you don’t have to use your 
insurer’s lawyer if you prefer to ‘go 
local’. Solicitors should always explain 
funding options to you at the outset but 
variations on ‘no win, no fee’ are still 
widely available. 

5 At Ashtons, we regularly receive 
enquiries from local people who would 
like a second opinion on personal 
injury claims because they feel that 
the amount they have been offered 

by their insurer’s lawyer is not a fair 
reflection of their losses. In many 
cases we agree and have been able to 
obtain a better settlement.

Inventor right on cue 
with new snooker rest 


A HAVERHILL man has in¬ 
vented an innovative cue rest 
to help wheelchair snooker 
players. 

Tim Squires has been run¬ 
ning disability snooker char¬ 
ity Snookerbility for the last 
six years. 

He is a board member of 
World Disability Billiards and 
Snooker, which was set up last 
year with the aim of making 
snooker a Paralympic sport. 

The rest that he has devel¬ 
oped uses an LED light to 
create a shadow under the 
ball, so wheelchair players 
can take a shot more easily. 
It replaces the traditional half 
butt rest used by able-bodied 
players. 

Tim said: “The snooker 
table’s 12 foot and the cue’s 
nine foot. Standing up you 
can look down on the table 
and you can gauge where you 
need to be. 

“People in a wheelchair, 
they haven’t got that distance 
- they are too far away, or they 
are too close.” 

He explained that players

who are standing up use the 
shadow underneath the ball 
to gauge their shot, but that 
this is not visible from a lower 
vantage point. 

Putting an LED light in the 
rest creates a shadow that can 
be seen by a wheelchair play¬ 
er, allowing them to take the 
same shot as a player who is 
standing up. 

“I think it was a shock to the 
system [for wheelchair play¬ 
ers] because it wasn’t avail¬ 
able to them before,” Tim 
said. “It took me six months 
to come up with the idea and 
five minutes to put it togeth¬ 
er.” 

The rest has already been 
trialled at several events and 
Tim is now working on getting 
permission from the World 
Professional Billiards and 
Snooker Association so that 
it can be used during tourna¬ 
ments. 

“It isn’t for an advantage 


over other players - it gives 
them the opportunity to 
play a shot now which they 
couldn’t before,” said Tim. 

He has also had a screen 
installed in the room used 
for Snookerbility sessions at 
the Haverhill Ex-Servicemen’s 
Club in the town’s Quakers 
Lane. 

He says that this is very 
helpful for teaching players 
with autism, who respond 
more easily to the film than to 
spoken instructions. 

“Watching it back, they can 
see the good things and the 
not so good things,” Tim said. 
“It’s given me another teach¬ 
ing technology.”

Driverless may help seniors drive on 


D RIVERLESS cars could help more than 2.8 
million Brits over the age of 65 remain 
mobile for longer. However, a new survey 
by Bosch has found that drivers over 55 could 
benefit the most from automated technology in 
decades to come, but feel less informed about 
driverless cars than any other age group. 

A quarter (25 per cent) of over-65s find it 
difficult to get to their local hospital, while 12 per 
cent struggle to reach their nearest supermarket, 
according to figures from Age UK. 

Automated driving technology, or so-called 
driverless cars, give motorists greater support, 
making it safer and easier for people to stay mobile 
into later life, without relying on support from 
others. 

A YouGov Omnibus survey of more than 2,000 
respondents, commissioned by Bosch, showed 
that drivers over 55 years old are the most likely of 
any age group to say that they don't know enough 
about driverless cars (27 per cent). The survey also 
found that drivers over the age of 55 are the most 
likely to say that driverless cars would not make 
them feel safer in any situation. 

However, of all age groups questioned, the over- 
555 stand to gain the most from driverless vehicle 
technology, according to Steffen Hoffmann, UK

president of Bosch:"By the time baby boomers 
reach their 70s and 80s, we expect the driverless 
car to be quite common on UK roads, allowing this 
generation to stay mobile safely well into their old 
age. This allows them to keep their independence 
for longer. 

"Therefore, it is important that they are aware of 
the technology at this early stage, so that they can 
take advantage of it when they need to." 


Despite many over-55s not liking the idea of 
driverless cars, many want their car to offer a 
number of driverless functions by 2025. Nearly 
three quarters (75 per cent) want their future 
cars to maintain a safe distance from the car in 
front, while more than half want cars to take 
control to avoid an accident (61 per cent) and 
park themselves (59 per cent). All three of these 
features are already available on many vehicles 
today. 

In contrast, Bosch's survey found that the next 
generation of motorists already feel prepared 
for driverless cars. In a separate survey, Bosch 
questioned a group of six year olds about their 
ideal car of the future, who see driverless cars as a 
positive technology, if not essential. 

One respondent, Kobei, said: "If cars don't have 
a driver that means anyone can drive them, no 
matter what age. That means that even people as 
old as 70 or 80 can drive them!" 

Daniel, who also participated in the survey, said: 
"We tell it [the car] where to go and then it copies 
a map where to go and then it drives there itself!"
